THE DOCTORS ARE DEEPLY INTERESTED 


Solidification Gradual Since Its Birth 


Disease Is Known to Science as 


Seierma Neonatorum, Very 


Rare Aallment. 


New Yorlf, Dec. 4.—One of the most 
remark able cases on record, in 'v hich 
the limbs of a baby d w^ek s old hav e 
turned to stone, was reported yester­ 
day at tb t meeting of the rindson 
County Medical society, 
in 
Jersey 
City, by Dr. Karl H. Goldstone, who 
has charge of the children’s clinic at 
Mount Sanai hospital, in this city. 
The child so appallingly afflicted is 
Benjamin Gordon, whose parents liv e 
at 
No. 
210 
East One Hundredth 
street. 
Dr. Goldstone reported to his col­ 
leagues that the child’s limbs had now 
be'om e almost entirely as hard as 
flint, after gradually solidifying since 
it;i! birth. 
The 
disease 
which 
is 
Tuinging 
aliouC this is k nown to science as 
seierma neonatorum, a v ery ir.re ail- 
nieid. 
The reading of the report created 
a stir among the medical m m. as 
there are only eight k nown similar 
cases, according to D»*. Goldstone, on 
recor 
Dr. Goldstone says that four days 
after the baby’s birth 
its mother 
noticed an nnpatural hardness ih its 
feet 
and 
hands, 
which 
gradually 
spread upw’ard in the legs and arms, 
until, two week s after its birtu, its 
limTis up to the k nees and clbow’s 
w^ere amazingly hard and cold. Other­ 
wise the infant has l^een in apparent 
good health, giv ing v ery little irouble, 
feeding regularly and hav ing no ap­ 
parent trouble in digesting it.s food. 
The hardness k ept spreading until 
a few' days ago, w^hen the arms and 
legs right up to the trunlc of the 
body w^ere hard as rock and stone 
cold. .Moreov er. Dr. floldstone reports 
that its little face is also hardening, 
as though a flinty mask w'ero being 
drawn slowly dowm ov er its forehead. 
The cheek s were beginning to stif­ 
fen when treatm ent w’as commenced. 
The child is the subject of coTistant 
study T)y physicians at the hospital.

As w'ork s of art they would 'oe diffi­ 
cult to surpass, and it is a hundred 
to one shot that the demand W'lll be 
largely in excess of the supply 
“The Old Dutch Mill” is shown on 
the desk calendar, and to app’*eciate 
it to tne fullest it must be seen. 
“Departing Day” is reproduced on 
:lie larger calendar, by photo-color 
from the original painting of Fritz 
Thau low, and tiie picture would grace 
any jiarlor. 
“And on it glides by grov e and glen. 
Dark woodlands and the haants of 
m et.’ 
It is an unpretentious scene, this, 
oil the riv er Aiques, in France, north 
of Paris; but it illustrates well the 
strongly distinctiv e feature of Thau- 
low’s wonderful work w'ith the brush. 
There is today no artist so well k nown 
for his pow’cr to reproduce on canv as 
the action of flcwing water, win eddy, 
ripple and sv v irl. 
Fritz Thaulow was born in Christi­ 
ania, Norway, in 18 47, and studied 
first in the academy of his nativ e city, 
then under Sorenson at Copenhagen, 
and later tinder H. (iude, at Carlsruhe. 
He went to Paris in 18 8 3 and main­ 
tained a studio there until his death, 


W 'hich 
occurre<I suddenly, Nov ember 
5th. 1906. 
While residing 
in 
the 
French tiiiptltil he eXMhited at the 
° 
Paris Salon almost yearly and was 
decorated with the Cross of the Le­ 
gion of Honor in 18 8 9. 
Two years 
later he became an officer 
of 
the 
Legioz. 
Thaulow 
v i.sited 
America twice— 
the first time hi 18 76, as a member of 
the iuteriiational jurv ' at the Centen­ 
nial expo.sifou in Philadelphia: the 
second time, 
18 98 , when he serv ed 
on » he international jury of award 
at the Carnegie institute of Pittsburg. 
Many of Thaulow’s best pictures 
are owned in .America. Probably, how'­ 
ev er, his most famous one, “Winter in 
Norw'ay,” hangs ih the gallery oi the 
Lnxemburg, lav ing been pir'chased 
direct by the French gov ernment An­ 
other well k nown 
o n ei, “Nov ember* 
Day in Normandy,” hangs in the Na­ 
tional gallery in Berlin.

orignal 
of “Departing Day” 
w'as only secured by the publishers 
for reproductiv e purposes 
after

ereat deal of trouble and expense.

One thing that almost Invariably 
Impresses the city man who goes to 
the country for a visit is the fine fla­ 
vor of the meat found on the farm­ 
er’s table. It 
so unlike the ordinary 
packing house product that it is hard 
to realize that such 
a difference is 
possible in meat 
coming 
from the 
same kind of animals. Take an old 
country cured ham, for instance. Can 
you imagine anything finer in flavor? 
It smells good and tastes better. Such 
meat, once eaten, is never forgotten. 
No wonder that the old-time country 
darkies had a saying, “sweet as ham 
bone.** Now’^ that “hog-killing” time ia 
again at hand,

Some people prefer dry 
salting, but I prefer the brine meth­ 
od. and It keeps the meat cleaner and 
I think safer in a very warm spell 
of weather.

ly. After the carcasses 
are cut up. 
spread the hams, slmulders and side» 
upon a table or hoards in the smoke 
house, but where they will not freeze 
—do not pile them up. 
Hub a little 
salt on each piece, particularly 
♦he 
hams and shoulders, and let the meat 
cool out for twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours. Then pack closely in a clean 
barrel, and cover with a brine made 
as follows: Soft water, three gallons; 
good salt, two pounds; brown sugar or 
a good quality of sorghum, one pound. 
Make this 
proportion 
a 
sufficient 
amount to cover the meat well. Tin-, 
brine should be boiled and skimmed 
and put on the meat after it is thor­ 
oughly cooled. 
It will reauire from 
four to six weeks, owing to the size 
of the hams, for the meat to be salt­ 
ed properly. The sides require less 
time, usually four weeks is sufficient 
for them, but the proper time to take 
the meat out of the brine can be de­ 
termined by sampling It.
